Plastics Exports and the British Plastics Federation

HEN THE BRITISH Plastics Federation was formed in 1933 
Wire relatively small number of firms in the industry produced 

altogether about 7,000 tons of plastics materials per year. Now 
the industry’s output is in excess of 500,000 tons, and the Federation 
nas grown with it. 


The Federation covers the whole of the plastics industry and includes 
separate Groups for raw material suppliers, plastics material manu- 
facturers, laminated and fibrous products, moulders, fabricators, 
wood chipboard, reinforced plastics, packaging and machinery 
manufacturers — thereby federating what in many industries would be 
a series of individual associations. 


This arrangement ensures that the voices of all those connected 
with this large and rapidly growing industry are heard in the Federa- 
tion’s counsels. It means, too, that all the member companies are 
kept informed of developments of every kind which may affect them. 
The Federation has some 40 committees devoted to technical matters, 
and the means for exchanging information between them. This is vital 
—— industry which is developing perhaps more rapidly than any 
other. 

These committees are drawn from the staffs of member companies 
and their support of this co-operative work is of great benefit to the 
whole of the industry. 


Immediately after the war the Federation turned its attention actively 
to helping its members to export, and more recently has formed an 
Overseas Trade Committee to control this activity. 


Of the half million tons of plastics materials, such as resins, moulding 
powders, sheets, tubes and films, which are produced in the United 
Kingdom each year some 30 per cent., with a value exceeding £10 
million, is exported. About one-third of these exports goes to countries 
in the British Commonwealth and rather more than a third to the 
countries of Europe. Finished products and plastics working machinery 
are not included in these figures, but a useful proportion of the 
machinery produced is exported direct and there is also some direct 
export of finished plastics goods. One example of this is table tennis 
balls of which we are the world’s largest manufacturers. 

There is in addition a very large export trade in goods which in-

aircraft, radio and television, electrical equipment and household and 
domestic goods as examples. Plastics are used in some form in every 
industry, and insofar as other industries export they must of necessity 
export a proportion of plastics. The contribution made by plastics 
to packaging is particularly important in this field. 

Whilst members who can export need no exhortation to do so it is 
the Federation’s job to give information and assistance in the export 
field wherever necessary, and particularly in surmounting the barriers 
of tariffs and quotas which are still prevalent in many parts of the 
world. In these matters close contact is maintained with the Association

of British Chemical Manufacturers with whom there is an obvious 
affinity. 

Within the Commonwealth representations are made to the 
authorities on tariff matters and on the limitations placed on imports 
by means of quotas. Such action requires a detailed knowledge of the 
law under which the quotas and tariffs are applied and of the economic 
factors governing their imposition. In certain Commonwealth countries 
there are associations of British manufacturers and these act as the 
Federation’s representatives in these countries. Their specialized 
knowledge is of considerable value, but it remains the Federation’s 
duty to ensure that such organizations are fully briefed on specific 
items which affect United Kingdom manufacturers within the plastics 
industry. 

In Europe the Federation has already made clear its support of the 
European Free Trade Association and has joined with other plastics 
trade associations in E.F.T.A. in the formation of a committee to study 
problems of mutual interest and to make representations to E.F.T.A. 
governments. The weight of evidence so far as the plastics industry is 
concerned is in favour of a link being forged between E.F.T.A. and 
the Common Market. Already the Federation is in touch with the 
chemical industries in both E.F.T.A. and the Common Market 
through its liaison with the Association of British Chemical Manu- 
facturers which itself is a member of the Centre Europeen des Federa- 
tions de I’Industrie Chimique. The latter body has been examining 
proposals which might enable the chemical industries of the whole of 
Europe to trade more freely inside a common tariff wall. 


Alongside these activities the Federation is also concerned with the 
operation of G.A.T.T. (General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade). 
The negotiations conducted in G.A.T.T. naturally impinge on all 
these other activities and the Federation is active in ensuring that the 
United Kingdom government is fully briefed on the plastic industry’s 
attitude and position in regard to each round of G.A.T.T. negotiations. 


Already I have referred several times to the presentation of the 
industry’s views to government departments. This, of course, is an 
important function of trade associations, but the traffic is not all one 
way. Government departments regularly seek the assistance and advice 
of trade associations on specific matters and also pass to them a 
considerable amount of information obtained from H.M. Commercial 
Officers in service overseas or from other sources. So it is with the 
British Plastics Federation in relation to the plastics industry and full 
use is made of all such services, the information being studied and 
sorted so that matters affecting members can be passed on to them. 


Government Commercial Officers on leave, or in the interval 
between postings, frequently visit the Federation for discussions. 
Such Officers, and many others, have in past years been provided 
with a ‘Buyers Guide’ on British plastics materials and processing 
machinery. This will shortly be revised and brought up-to-date. 


Through these government channels, and many others, the Federa- 
tion receives some 10,000 enquiries a year for products of the British 
plastics industry. These are handled by an Information Officer and 
passed to appropriate members. A proportion of such inquiries comes 
from overseas markets as do also various requests in relation to agency 
arrangements. If technical information is required this information 
service is backed by a technical library and abstracting service which is 
probably unique amongst trade associations in this country. 


The abstracts provide a survey of new patents and of the technical 
information published in journals throughout the world relating to 
the plastics industry. This huge mass of information is collected and 
published each month to enable the members to keep up-to-date with 
the rapid developments throughout the world in this industry. The 
service is also made available to organizations which are outside the 
membership of the Federation at home or overseas for an annual fee 
which at present is only 15 guineas. 


In export business, just as much as in home trade, quality standards 
are of importance and much of the work of the technical committees 
of the British Plastics Federation is concerned with the formulation of 
standards for the materials and products of the industry. Generally 
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speaking British Standards call for specific properties to meet particular 
requirements, as also do those of other nations. It frequently occurs, 
however, that there are differences between the national standards 
and these cause difficulties in international trade. The Federation is 
active in co-operation with the British Standards Institution in working 
towards international standardization of the products of the industry 
through the International Standards Organization. This is long term 
work but will in due course make its contribution to the easing of 
difficulties in the export trade. 

Transport charges are another important factor affecting the com- 
petitiveness of exports and the freight rates charged by shipping 
companies have been the subject of considerable attention from the 
Federation over a number of years. Ten years ago many of the 
classifications used by shipping lines for plastics materials were 
hopelessly out of date. They suffered, and in some instances they still 
suffer, from the fact that they were drawn up before many of the 
materials came into existence. They also suffer from a lack of apprecia- 
tion of the properties of particular materials. For example an un- 
necessarily high rate might be charged because of a fire risk that was 
largely imaginary. As a result of discussions with shipping lines and 
conferences which have extended over a number of years a more orderly 
pattern of classification and rating is being established which is to the 
advantage of all concerned whether United Kingdom manufacturers, 
overseas customers or the shipping companies themselves. 

Publicity and exhibition work can be important in the export field 
and the Federation’s Publicity Committee controls this work. Contact 
is maintained through the Federation’s Press and Public Relations 
Officers with the press, radio and television at home and abroad. 
Exhibitions are, of course, an excellent method of making one’s goods 
known to the buyers of the world, but in recent years there has been 
a considerable growth of specialized exhibitions confined to particular 
industries. This is especially so in Europe and the number of these 
exhibitions is now causing great concern to the plastics industry in this 
country and also to its competitors in many other countries. At a 
recent meeting of Plastics Associations in countries of the European 
Free Trade Association great concern was expressed about this problem 
and the Associations felt obliged to recommend all their members to 
concentrate their exhibition effort in the immediate future in Europe 
upon the three major plastics exhibitions at Olympia, Dusseldorf and 
Utrecht. 

As another example of work in this field it may be mentioned that 
the Chairman of the Publicity Committee and a member of the staff 
regularly visit the various specialized plastics exhibitions and make a 
report to the members of the Federation about them. The Federation 
has from time to time made a strenuous effort to assist the smaller 
companies to export by the provision of combined industry stands 
at selected overseas exhibitions. Such a stand can provide a centralized 
information office on the plastics industry together with exhibition 
space for individual companies to display their own products, Such 
an arrangement brings the costs of exhibiting in an overseas country 
to a much more reasonable level than is usually the case for individual 
company stands. 

From this brief survey it may be seen that the work of the British 
Plastics Federation in the export field consists to a large extent of a 
number of activities each in itself of interest perhaps to only a small 
sector of the industry. When it is all put together, however, it adds up 
to a considerable and continuing effort of the kind to which Mr. 
Tennant referred in an earlier article as ‘solid unspectacular service 
work.’

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Fashion House Group of London 
Boosts Exports 


IN Less than three years the Fashion House Group of London has 
become the spear head of Britain’s fashion export drive throughout the 
world. With a membership of 25 of the country’s leading manufac- 
turers of ready-to-wear clothes, the Group has succeeded in making 
buyers in five continents more aware of the excellence of sensibly 
priced British clothes than ever before. 


Focal points of the Group’s campaign are the large scale London 
Fashion Weeks which are held twice a year, each May and November. 
These begin with a spectacular joint-presentation from the collections 
of each member and are attended by nearly 1,000 buyers and fashion 
executives from something like 40 countries. During the last two years 
members of the Group, backed by 18 associate members, who are 
among the main producers of dress fabrics in Britain, have boosted 
their exports by an additional! £2,000,000. 


The last London Fashion Week, which was opened at Celanese 
House, Hanover Square, by H.R.H. Princess Alexandra, included 
an official government reception at Lancaster House at which Mr. 
Reginald Maudling, the President of the Board of Trade, played host 
accompanied by his wite. 

At a press conference held during the Week overseas buyers were 
asked to meet home and foreign journalists and give them their views 
on the British ready-to-wear clothes they had seen. The following 
are some of their comments: 


‘The off-the-peg fashions now available in London are superior 
to anything that can be bought in Paris or anywhere else in Europe’ 
Miss Helen Slade, chief fashion buyer of Carson Pirie Scott, Chicago. 
She added: ‘I have been coming to Europe for many years and for some 
while it has been obvious that British style and design, as well as work- 
manship, were streaking ahead of everything else available in the 
market. Today the lead is clear cut whether a buyer wants ready-to- 
wear coats, suits, cocktail or evening wear.’ 


Mrs. Mary Kossale of A. J. Freiman of Ottawa said: “The time has 
passed when we came to London to buy only coats and suits. Today 
we cross the Atlantic twice a year simply because London is the centre 
where we can buy the best ready-to-wear clothes available.’ 

From Holland came this comment from Mrs. Wolff de Jong: 
‘Each year my orders to members of the Fashion House Group of 


London get bigger. Each year I have to place more and more repeat 
orders.’ 


Backing up this concentrated campaign by members of the Group, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Frederick Starke, are such famous 
firms as British Nylon Spinners, Courtaulds, L.C.1., Chemstrand and 
the Wool Export Corporation. In addition, some of the most famous 
names in fashion supply accessories to Group members including 
Aristoc for stockings, Dents for gloves, Paris House for jewellery, 
and Clarks for shoes. 


Says Mr. Starke, the Group’s chairman: “The measure of the 
export success which the Fashion House Group of London has 
achieved lies in the number of overseas buyers who come to London 
each season from almost every country in the world. More come here 
than go to any other European centre . . . including Paris.’ And all 
this after less than three years work. 


Customs Documents for Touring Cars 
from Abroad 


H.M. CUSTOMS and Excise announce that from August 14 the 
customs documents known as carnets and triptyques will, for an 
experimental period, no longer be required for private and commer- 
cial vehicles temporarily imported into Great Britain by tourists 
from overseas and by others not principally resident in the United 
Kingdom. 


Instead, a simple identification form, known as a Temporary 
Importation Permit (Customs Forms C112 for private vehicles, 
C112A for commercial vehicles) will suffice. These forms are being 
distributed abroad to intending visitors by the Automobile Associa- 
tion, the Royal Automobile Club, and the British Travel and Holi- 
days Association. They will also be available to visitors on arrival 
at ports and airports in this country. 

The new arrangements will not apply in the case of vehicles 
imported into Northern Ireland from outside the United Kingdom. 
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SOUTH WALES SWITCHGEAR'S NEW 
EXPORT RECORD 


A new ex record was achieved in July by South Wales 
Switchgear Limited, of Blackwood, Monmouthshire, who regularly 
sell more than 30 per cent. of their annual production in overseas 
markets. 


in one week, this member of the Aberdare Holdings Group 
shipped more than £250,000 worth of equipment abroad, the bulk 
of it through South Wales docks, and booked more than £250,000 
worth of new export orders. 


Among the many important overseas contracts now being handled 
from the main factory at Blackwood and from the Transformer 
Division at Treforest, one of the largest is the £1,200,000 order for 
the supply of switchgear equipment for the operation of the 
Compania Shell de Venezuela's new pipeline from Lake Maracaibo 
to the new deep water terminal, Puerto Miranda. The installation 
of this equipment, which controls what has been described by 
engineers as one of the most complicated oil pipeline systems in 
the world, is now in its final stages on site. 


Other outstanding contracts now in process of delivery include 
a £250,000 order for separate oil circuit breakers for the City of 
Los Angeles; switchboards for oil refineries in Turkey; a £156,000 
contract with the Government of Kuwait for switchgear of the 
500 MVA 11k¥V type for three main substations; and the supply to 
Hong Kong of a large quantity of 33 kV outdoor ‘Package’ equipment 
and 6.6 kV indoor switchgear.

Visit of the Director of the National Electricity 
Undertaking of Honduras 


ING. LUIS BOGRAN FORTIN Director of the Empresa Nacional 
de Energia Electrica of Honduras, will arrive in the United Kingdom 
on Saturday, August 12, at the invitation of H.M. Government; 
conveyed personally by Mr. F. S. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of 
Trade, during his visit to Honduras early in 1960. His visit will end 
on August 21. Arrangements have been made for him to see the 
manufacture of various types of electrical machinery and equipment, 
from generators to ceramic insulators, and to meet representatives of 
the electrical equipment industry. 

Honduras, a country of about the size of England, has a population 
of about two million. Some years ago, it was more or less a one-crop 
country, the banana being its main product and export, but considerable 
diversification has since taken place and while the banana is still im- 
portant, metals, timber and other agriculturalproducts form about half 
the value of exports. Industrialization is progressing, although possibly 
more slowly than in other parts of Central America, and will be aided 
by the growth in the electrical generating capacity of the country. 
The National Electricity Undertaking is responsible for planning and 
operating the electricity generating and distributing system, the 
annual output of which is now over 80 million k.w.h. 

The electricity system for the Tegucigalpa area (the district around 
the capital city) is being expanded and modernized, but the main 
scheme now being undertaken is that of the Rio Lindo hydro-electric 
plant. The first stage is estimated to cost U.S.$15 million, and it will 
have a generating capacity of 27,000 k.w. The scheme will be capable 
of expansion until it has a capacity of 160,000 kw., which is thought 
to be sufficient to meet Honduran needs in the foreseeable future.

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Marking of Imported Ball or Roller 
Bearings 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that an Order in Council under 
Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926 was made on August ?, 
1961, providing an alternative method of marking certain imported 
ball or roller bearings. 


This Order, the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 4 
Order, 1928, Amendment Order, 1961, further amends the principal 
Order, the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 4 Order, 1928. 
In the case of any bearing of which the outside diameter is not more 
than 12.7 millimetres, the indication of origin is required to be printed 
or stamped on the wrapper or container in which the bearing is im- 
ported, sold or exposed for sale, as the case may be, and not on the 
bearing itself. Copies of the Order (S.1.1961, No. 1498) are obtainable 
at H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London W.C.2, and branches, 
or through any bookseller, price 3d. (by post 5d.). 

The Order, which will come into force on November 1, 1961, con- 
tinues the temporary relief afforded by the Merchandise Marks (Im- 
ported Goods) No. 4 Order, 1928 (Provisional Exemption) Direction, 
1960 (S.1.1960 No. 2123) details of which were published in the Board 
of Trade Journal of November 25, 1960 (page 1266). 


Note: Representations to the Board of Trade by traders or other 
members of the public regarding the marking of imported goods are 
referred to the Standing Committee (General Merchandise) set up 
under the authority of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926. If the Com- 
mittee, after investigation, recommends that the goods should be 
required to bear an indication of origin applied in a certain manner 
and the Board of Trade accepts the recommendation, statutory effect is 
given to the decision by means of an Order in Council. The Standing 
Committee’s Report recommending the action referred to above 
was published as a White Paper in March 1961 (Cmnd. 1310). 


Marking of Imported Spectacle 
Frames 


THE STANDING COMMITTEE (General Merchandise) set up under the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, will hold a public inquiry at the Board 
of Trade Offices, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, on Wednes- 
day, October 11, 1961, at 10.30 a.m., to consider whether imported 
goods of the following descriptions should be required to bear an 
indication of origin at the time of sale and exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom: 

Frames, fronts, sides and bridges for spectacles. 

A notice announcing that the Board of Trade had been asked to 
recommend the making of an Order in Council under Section 2 of 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal, of February 17, 1961 (page 385).

The Patents (Fees Amendment) Order, 1961 


T HE Patents (Fees Amendments) Order, 1961 which came into force 
on: August 6, increases the maximum fees specified in the First 
Schedule to the Patents Act, 1949, except those on application for 
a patent and on renewal in respect of the eleventh year of a patent.

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Amendment to the General Licence for Imports 
of Some Canned Fruit and Alcoholic Beverages 


THE BOARD OF TRADE, in Notice to Importers No. 980 dated 
August 10, 1961, publish details of the alterations which have been 
made to the Open General Licence to give effect to the liberalization 
of canned fruit, wine, beer and gin announced in the Board of Trade 
Journal of June 2, 1961, page 1290. 

The Open General Licence dated May 25, 1959, has been amended 
with effect from August 1, 1961. Copies of this amendment (No. 12) 
can be obtained from Her Majesty’s Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches. 

As a result of this amendment, individual licences will not in future 
be required for the import of canned fruit other than apples and grape- 
fruit, and alcoholic beverages other than rum, from countries of the 
Dollar Area. 

The following change should be made in the Summary of Import 
Licensing Regulations published in Notice to Importers No. 910 (as 
amended by Notices to Importers Nos. 920 and 951): 

(1) In Part I of the First Schedule for the entry relating to fruit 
bottled or canned, substitute: 
> Sara Grapefruit other than grapefruit grown in the 
country or territory from which it is consigned and 
mixtures of fruit containing such grapefruit, 
bottled or canned.

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Little Change in H.P. Business in June 


THERE WAS little change in the level of hire purchase and other 
credit instalment business in June. The decline in the new business 
of finance houses to 204, from 220 in May, (1957 average taken as 
100) was no more than could be explained by normal seasonal 
influences, while the slight downward movement in the sales on 
instalment credit by household goods shops was, if anything, 
slightly less than might be expected on seasonal grounds. The total 
debt outstanding at the end of the month was £957 million, a rise 
of £8 million, wholly accounted for by an increase in the debt 
owing to finance houses. 


Household Goods Shops 


Comparison with last year is made difficult by the effect of the re- 
introduction of hire purchase controls towards the end of April, 
1960 but, taking into account the seasonal pattern in earlier years, 
the slight downward movement in instalment credit sales of house- 
hold goods shops in June seems in line with what might be expected, 
though perhaps less in magnitude—in 1957-59 June sales were in 
the region of 5 per cent. less than in May. While instalment credit 
sales were considerably lower than in June, 1959, increases were 
recorded as compared with June, 1960—a rise of 16 per cent. by 
furniture and furnishing shops and of 9 per cent. by hardware, 
radio, electrical goods, cycle and perambulator shops. Instalments 
outstanding to household goods shops totalled £306 million at the 
end of June, the same figure as a month earlier. 


Finance Houses 


The decrease of 7 per cent. in the amount of hire purchase and 
other instalment credit extended by finance houses in June com- 
pared with May appears much the same as in earlier years rela- 
tively unaffected by special factors and may thus be ascribed to 
seasonal influences. (In 1960 the corresponding figures were affected 
by the April restrictions in 1959 by budget changes and in 1957 
by changed terms for cars and some other goods). Instalments out- 
standing to finance houses rose by £8 million to £651 at the end of 
June.

‘Credit-Card’ Facility from Peru 


THE POST OFFICE announced on August 2 that telephone calls, on 
the authority of a British Post Office ‘Credit-card’ can now be made 
from Peru. 

Charges for such calls made to this country and accepted for pay- 
ment here, will be higher than for calls made from this country to 
Peru, They will be approximately the same as would be paid abroad 
for ordinary calls, i.e. weekdays £5 5s. and Sundays £4 4s. for a three- 
minute call. 

The addition of Peru now makes 63 places throughout the world 
from which the ‘Credit-card’ can be used to make calls to the United 
Kingdom. The charge for a ‘Credit-card’ is 5s. a quarter, 

Telephone service with South Viet-Nam is now available between 
the hours of 8 a.m. and 10.30 a.m. G.M.T. Monday to Friday. The 
minimium charge, for a call of three minutes, is £4. 8s. The report charge 
(where applicable) is 8s. 6d. 
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Questions in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry 
asked and answered in Parliament, 


Thursday August 3 

Dumping of Foreign Barley 

The President was asked to make a further statement on the measures 
taken to prevent the dumping of foreign barley, and so ensure a steady 
market for the home crop at a price level that did not require unduly 
heavy Exchequer subsidy. In reply Mr. Maudling said: ‘As I told the 
questioner on July 7, the French authorities have agreed to make no 
further sales beyond existing contracts and they informed me that the 
amount still to be sold under existing arrangements did not at that time 
exceed about 30,000 tons. Similarly the Australian authorities informed 
me that outstanding deliveries from the old crop did not exceed about 
45,000 tons of which a proportion has been sold at above £20 a ton. 
As I also stated on July 7, discussions are to be held with the French 
and Australians about the price at which new sales may be made.’ 


These discussions, he said, would be based on the need to establish 
ac.i.f. duty paid price of not less than £20 per ton. As regards Russian 
barley, agreement had been reached with the Soviet authorities that 
exports for delivery to the United Kingdom during the 12-month 
period July 1, 1961 and June 30, 1962, should not exceed 150,000 tons; 
this compared with about 340,000 tons delivered in the previous 12 
months. 


Export of British Cars 

A questioner asked how many motor-cars were exported in the first 
six months of 1961; how this total compared with the same period in 
1960; in which overseas markets this decline had mainly occurred; 
and what estimate he had made of the prospects for improvement in 
the second half of this year. Replying Mr. Maudling said there were 
175,306 new cars exported during the first six months of 1961 compared 
with 342,415 during the same period last year. The main markets in 
which a decline occurred were the United States, Canada and South 
Africa. While there might be some improvement, exports in the second 
half of this year were likely to remain well below the record levels 
achieved in the first half of 1960. 


The President was also asked if he was aware of the decline in the sale 
of British motor cars in Nigeria compared with the increased sale of 
non-British cars and of complaints of delay and difficulties in servicing 
British cars; and what action he would take to assist the increase of 
exports to Nigeria by British motor manufacturers. He said in reply 
that sales in Nigeria had increased steadily in recent years, but the 
United Kingdom’s share of the market had decreased. All aspects of 
this matter, including the problem of servicing were being studied 
jointly with the industry. 


United Kingdom — Canadian Trade Balance 


_ Stating that imports from Canada in the last three years were 
£308, £312 and £375 millions, respectively, and exports were £188, 
£207 and £213 millions, leaving an adverse balance of £387 millions, 
a questioner asked the President what new steps he was taking to 
induce the Canadian government to reduce tariffs and restrictions 
against British imports and to allow the United Kingdom to sell to 
Canada as much as it bought, since this could go a long way to solve 
the United Kingdom balance of payments problem; and if he would 
make a statement. 


In reply Mr. Maudling said that the Minister of State, when recently 
in Canada, took the opportunity to stress the importance we attached 
to access to the Canadian market in view of the large market we 
provided for Canadian goods. We could not, however, necessarily 
expect bilateral balance with a particular country, and Canada was a 
market in which our exports faced no import restrictions, enjoyed 
substantial preferences and had expanded by more than half over the 
10 years. 


GATT Cotton Textile Agreement 


Asked if he would make available in the Library copies of the agree- 
ment reached at Geneva recently between the major cotton textile and 
importing countries; and if he would make a statement on the agree- 
ment, Mr. Maudling said: “Yes, Sir, These arrangements, which were 
agreed ad referendum, include a short term arrangement for the year 
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beginning October 1, providing for increased access to certain markets 
at present restricted and for bilateral negotiations for avoidance of 
disruption in markets which are not restricted. A GATT Cotton 
Textiles Committee will be established and will meet in the autumn to 
consider a longer term solution to the problems of international trade 
in cotton textiles.’ 


Note: Details were given on page 248 of the Board of Trade Journal 
of August 4. 


Import of Cotton Textiles from Hong Kong 


The President was asked if, in the light of discussions between the 
Hong Kong Government and industry, he would now state whether 
exports of duty-free cotton textiles from Hong Kong to the United 
Kingdom would continue to be limited after January 31, 1962, on the 
lines of proposals made by the Government on June 30. In reply, Mr. 
Maudling said that the Advisory Board which was representative of 
the Hong Kong industry had advised that subject to some reservations 
which were being further considered, the proposals should be accepted. 


Industrial Production and High Prices 


The President was asked if he was aware that the number of people 
employed in distribution, finance, professional and miscellaneous 
groups had increased from 6,576,000 in 1949 to 8,299,000 in 1960; 
since this was a primary cause of the relatively slow growth of industrial 
production and a cause of high prices, if he would establish a committee 
to investigate and report how far this was retarding the United 
Kingdom’s exports; and if he would make a statement. 

Mr. Maudling replied: 


‘Between the end of 1949 and the end of 1960 the numbers employed 
in the distributive trades and the financial, professional, scientific and 
miscellaneous services in Great Britain rose from 6,693,000 to 8,299,000, 
Of the total increase of 1,606,000, 740,000 results from a change in 
statistical definition. The true increase, using 1949 definitions for 
comparability, is therefore 866,000. 


‘The bulk of the increase was in the number employed in the 
distributive trades, but it did no more than offset the fall in numbers 
employed during the war. At the end of 1960 a smaller proportion of 
the total working population was employed in the distributive trades 
than in 1938. The rise in the numbers employed in the other groups 
mentioned reflects both the desire of the consumer to spend a larger 
part of his growing income on services rather than on goods, and a 
greater use by industry of these services in our modern complex 
economy. There is evidence that productivity in the service trades has 
increased very substantially in recent years. 


‘The proportion of the working population engaged in manufactur- 
ing industry is, on comparable definitions, higher now than it was 
before the war. I do not consider that there is anything unhealthy in 
this situation or that it has any adverse effect on industrial production 
or the level of prices. I therefore see no need for any special inquiry.’

£2} Million N.Z. Contract for BICC 


British Insulated Callender’s Cables Limited have received a contract 
valued at approximately £2,700,000 from the New Zealand Electricity 
Department, Wellington, New Zealand to manufacture and install 
76} statute miles of submarine gas-filled power cables, together with 
terminations, accessories and spares. The cables will form part of a 
high voltage direct current inter-connecting transmission system 
between existing Power Stations in the North and South Islands. 


Catering Equipment for Dutch Hospital 

_ St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, Tilburg — an important general hospital 
in the Netherlands to which has recently been added a new wing ~ is 
to be fitted with British-made food service equipment for 525 
patients. This equipment has already been delivered by the manu- 
facturers, Allied Ironfounders Ltd. of Falkirk, and is known as the 
‘Ganymede’ Central Tray Service System. 


Asphalt Plant for East Germany 

A contract was recently signed in London for the sale to East 
Germany of a complete asphalt plant worth approximately, with 
ancillary equipment, £50,000. The plant — a Millarmatic 6/60 — is 
produced by Millars’ Machinery Co. Ltd., of London and Bishops 
Stortford. It has a capacity of 80 tons per hour and is fully auto- 
matic. This is the first big sale by Millars’ Machinery Co. to an East 
European country. 


Railway Wagons for Pakistan 

Metropolitan-Cammell announced recently that they have been 
awarded a contract for 1,000 4-wheeled steel covered goods wagons 
for the Pakistan Eastern Railways. These metre gauge wagons are 
for service in Eastern Bengal and are destined for the jute traffic.

The Javed Press of Karachi, which prints 
and publishes ‘Jang’ have received many letters of commendation 
from the public showing appreciation for, as one writer puts it, ‘the 
magnificent step that has been taken by Javed Press in adopting this 
most modern method of printing’. Up to now it has been the 
universal practice for all Urdu newspapers to be written by hand 
and printed by direct lithography. Very occasionally type has been 
used, but now ‘Jang’ has jumped over the three-dimensional cube of 
metal type to go straight into filmsetting, which is a method of 


automatic text composition in which character images are projected 
directly on to a sheet of film. 


Meteorological Radar for Indonesia 


Decca windfinding radar has been ordered by the Government of 
Indonesia for use by their Meteorological Department in Djakarta. 
The equipment being supplied is the type WF 2, a new and higher 
performance version of the original Decca primary radar windfind- 
ing system, the first radar of its type to be made. The installation 
of this radar in Indonesia will be the first step towards the estab- 
lishment of a chain of upper air windfinding stations to supply 
accurate and regular wind information to heights of 100,000ft. and 
above over the whole area, for aviation, defence and general 
meteorological purposes.

The British Crane Co. Ltd., of Eastcote, Pinner, Middlesex have 
been awarded a contract for the supply of six Coles diesel-electric 
mobile cranes by the Union of Burma Purchase Board for use by 
the Port of Rangoon Authorities. The contract was won against 
strong competition; no fewer than 21 tenders were submitted, of 
which six were from Britain, and others from Holland, Germany, 
the United States, Czechoslovakia and Japan.

Applications for pre-licences for 
the permanent importation of these goods must be made to the 
Registry of the Ministry of Commerce or to the Regional Delega- 
tions of Commerce from September 1 to September 30, 1961. 

Applications for pre-licences can only be made by representatives 
of foreign firms; certificates proving representation of the foreign 
exporter concerned, must be visaed by Spanish commercial offices, 
Consulates or Spanish Chambers of Commerce abroad, and accom- 
pany the applications. These certificates must be dated after June 15, 
1961, and the original copy must be submitted. If the same certifi- 
cate is to be used for several applications for the same fair or for 
other fairs, photo-copies must be supplied indicating the number 
of the application to which the original certificate was attached. 

Applications for pre-licences must be accompanied by four pro- 
forma invoices in the currency of the country of origin, indicating 
the form of payment and showing the f.o.b. price and details of 
expenses to reach the c.i.f. price. When the goods concerned corres- 
pond to items in a catalogue, two copies of this catalogue should be 
sent with the application. 

Definite import licences will only be granted if the goods have 
been exhibited for at least ten days at the appropriate fair. 

Pre-licences granted for one fair may not be transferred to an- 
other fair nor to other goods, nor can the value of the pre-licence, 
once established, be increased.

Burma—A Traditional British Market Worth More Study

In this review from the British Embassy at Rangoon, it is pointed 
out that British manufacturers and exporters still enjoy a consider - 
able advantage over foreign competitors, in a country where British 
standards are in common use, British goods are noted for their 
quality, British brand names are household words and English is 
the second language. 


Yet even with these advantages, there is a danger that our share 
of the market, which fell from 21.1 per cent. (£22.48 million) in 
1957 to 14.4 per cent. (£13.3 million) in 1960, will fall still further 
unless the market is approached with an understanding of Burma’s 
problems and a knowledge of its needs, accompanied by an intensive 
selling effort. 


Development in the Public Sector 


S A COUNTRY whose industrial development has barely begun, 
A Burma needs machinery and equipment of many kinds. According 

to the recently published outline of the Second Four Year Plan, the 
government is to leave industrial development as far as possible to 
private enterprise and to concentrate itself on increasing and diversi- 
fying agricultural production and on developing industries utilizing 
domestic raw materials. A substantial increase is planned in timber 
extraction. The proposed programme will call for the importation of 
more fertilizers; 2,000 light, medium and heavy tractors for ploughing 
and forestry work; mobile cranes and logging equipment for timber 
extraction; and irrigation pumps to make possible double-cropping in 
the drier areas to the north. The equipment needed to process domestic 
raw materials would include: more electric rice mills, similar to the 
12 purchased last year from West Germany and which are now being 
brought into production; groundnut oil expellers and additional 
machinery for the extraction of rice bran oil to make the country self- 
sufficient in edible oils; equipment for the mechanical loading and 
conveying of rice paddy; and, to overcome the bottleneck in sawmill 
capacity, woodworking machinery such as an extension to an existing 
sawmill, a complete short end log mill, a complete right and left 
bandmill and a veneer and a plywood plant. 


The textile industry, which is part government and part private- 
owned, consists of cotton spinning, cotton weaving and knitting and 
silk weaving industries. The most highly developed of these is the cotton 


weaving industry, which is largely made up of numerous private firms 
operating on a cottage industry scale, of whom only 163 employ more 
than 10 hands. In all, these firms operate about 1,000 power looms 
and 204,000 hand looms. A further 392 power looms are to be found 
in the two government mills at Thamaing, just outside Rangoon. 
Additional power looms and textile finishing machinery are needed if 
the country is to achieve any degree of self-sufficiency in textiles. The 
cotton spinning industry will need large numbers of extra spindles 
(100,000 is the figure mentioned) to keep the country’s looms supplied 
with cotton yarn, which is being imported at the rate of 20-30 million 
ibs. a year. Burma’s one jute mill produces gunny sacks; additional] 
machinery will be necessary if its target of 16-24 million sacks a year is 
to be achieved. The government also plan to build a fourth sugar 
factory with an output of 30,000 tons a year, which would make the 
country self-sufficient so far as refining capacity is concerned. Existing 
state-controlled industries include: the Burma Pharmaceutical Industry, 
which produces drugs, cosmetics and liquors; and the Industrial 
Development Corporation, which controls plants producing steel 
products, cement, kerosene stoves and beer. 


Public transport and communications will in all probability continue 
to receive a large share of the public investment funds (23-1 per cent. 
a year over the past eight years). In December 1960, Burma received a 
World Bank loan of $14 million to purchase diesel electric locomotives, 
railcars, spare parts and workshop equipment. In addition, signalling 
equipment and rolling stock such as tankcars and passenger coaches 
will be wanted, bridges will need to be strengthened, new track laid 
and old track replaced. The Rangoon bus services, which are at present 
making do with converted army trucks and a few Japanese buses, 
are in urgent need of new equipment. The intention is eventually to 
concentrate all the bus services under the management of the City 
Transport Company, which is looking into the possibility of buying 
40 buses from the United Kingdom. 

The Inland Water Transport Board would hike to purchase the 
following craft: river salvage boats, oil tankers, barges and pusher 
tugs, double-decker stern wheelers, heavy tugs, a dredger and a water 
tender. The Burma Five Star Line are negotiating the purchase of some

additional tonnage and another freighter is still required of about 
10,000 tons (closed condition) and a speed of 14-8 knots. In the field of 
air transport, three or four new aircraft of the Avro .748 type are 
needed but, before such aircraft can be introduced, at least two of the 
country’s existing airfields require improvement. 

For the time being, Burma has sufficient electric power for its needs 
and the main immediate task is that of distribution. There is, therefore, 
a demand for power cable, switchgear and transformers, although 
much of this equipment will probably be purchased from Japan under 
the Reparations Agreement. Some business is also to be done in diesel 
generating sets. 


A large amount of money needs to be spent on improving and 
extending Burma's road system. A promising start is to be made with 
the help of United States I.C.A. funds in constructing part of a two- 
lane highway from Rangoon to Mandalay. The necessary surveys 
have just been completed and some work might be put in hand by the 
end of this year. 


Private Sector 


It is Jess easy to predict what new industries are likely to be started 
in the private sector. The government has tried to give a lead by announc- 
ing that the industries it would like to see set up include: cotton 
spinning and weaving, paper mills, fertilizer plant, nylon yarn plant, 
aluminium rolling mill, decorated crown corks, umbrella cloth weaving, 
glass sheet manufacture, sizing and the production of chemicals 
such as caustic soda and chlorine. Some of these projects may prove 
to be beyond the resources of local entrepreneurs and, unless foreign 
firms come forward with the necessary capital and know-how either 
on their own or in joint ventures with Burmese firms, the government 
will have to step back into the breach. Any projects undertaken by 
the government in this way would most likely be entrusted to the 
newly-formed Burma Economic Development Corporation, a govern- 
ment organization set up to control a number of subsidiary companies 
taken over from the Defence Services Institute. But so far as smaller 
scale projects are concerned, sufficient local capital should be available. 
A start has been made with the production of: enamelware, alu- 
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minium holloware, umbrellas, torch batteries, car batteries, sulphuric 
acid, sparking plugs, plastics, plastic-covered electric wire and cable, 
radio assembly, boots and shoes, office furniture plywood and veneers, 
asbestos sheets, paint, bicycle tyres, soap, biscuits and, in the very near 
future, electric fans and appliances. There remain many as yet un- 
explored possibilities, but the over-riding problem is a serious lack 
of managerial and technical skills. Advice is needed on the design and 
lay-out of a plant, on the right type of machinery to buy and on the 
training of staff. Once a plant has been erected, further assistance may 
be needed to see it through the teething period. Orders for plant and 
machinery will tend to go to foreign suppliers offering such technical 
services, since the knowledge that expert help is available could 
encourage a would-be industrialist to accept the risk involved. It may 
on occasion be necessary for one firm, possibly an engineering con- 
sultant, to act as co-ordinator for a group of suppliers. 


Mining machinery is a field which could offer increasing scope for 
business, particularly when insurgency is brought under better control. 
With three exceptions, operations are on a small scale and the future 
pattern will depend on world price trends for such minerals as: lead, 
nickel, tungsten, tin and wolfram. Some of the existing mines have 
modernization schemes under consideration and new mines could be 
opened as a result of the efforts of United Nations experts and a West 
German survey team from Krupps who are scouring the country for 
new mineral resources. The country’s one cement plant at Thayetmyo 
has just been expanded with machinery from East Germany. Another 
cement plant is badly needed and there has been talk of establishing 
one near Loikaw in the Kayah State, where adequate deposits of 
limestone and coal exist. The Burma Oil Company are actively 
exploring for new sources of oil so as to make supplies available for 
export. In the meantime the oil refinery at Syriam is to have its capacity 
stepped up from 185,000 to 685,000 gallons a day. 


Consumer Goods 

Apart from such products as agricultural implements, fishing nets, 
books and periodicals, sports and games requisites, wire nails, motor- 
car tyres and tubes and certain lubricants, which are on Open General

Licence, imports of consumer goods are limited by the availability of 
import licences, which are normally issued at six-monthly intervals. 
On the whole, Burma is a low price market and importers tend to look 
to the low cost countries in South-East Asia for sources of supply. An 
importer is also apt to use his licences on products likely to show him 
the greatest return. Nevertheless the Burmese, particularly of the older 
generation, have a great respect for high quality British products; to 
some extent this tends to offset a small price disadvantage and helps 
to explain our continued success in selling high quality textiles, gro- 
ceries and foodstuffs, bicycles, hardware and the like. Burma is a 
brand-conscious market and many goods are purchased by brand 
name. This often means that new products, even those of equal or 
higher quality, find difficulty in gaining a foothold unless they have 
some marked price advantage. Once goods are established, it is 
important that they should be kept before the public notice by regular 
advertising. 


P.L. 480 Deals 


Statistics show that United Kingdom sales of cotton yarns and 
textiles have benefited from the two P.L. 480 Cotton Agreements 
which Burma has entered into with the United States. Under these 
Agreements, which take the form of triangular deals, third countries 
such as the United Kingdom are invited to process into yarns and 
textiles raw cotton supplied by the United States. A third P.L. 480 
Cotton Agreement is being negotiated and, once it is signed, the 
United Kingdom cotton industry will very likely be invited to par- 
ticipate. 


Financial Resources 


Most of the development projects mentioned above are ones which 
the Burma Government would like to see started over the next four 
years. Whether these hopes will be realized will depend on the avail- 
ability of foreign exchange and of experienced managers and techni- 
cians. From the United Kingdom point of view, however, a major 
difficulty is that a large proportion of the foreign funds at Burma’s 
disposal is tied to other countries’ goods. This includes: a Soviet 
rouble balance of over £1,500,000 derived from a previous barter deal; 
a balance of about £30 million due under Japanese reparations over 
the next four years; about $6 million in unexpended I.C.A. aid; a 
favourable balance of about £900,000 in Indian rupees; a £30 million 
Chinese loan and a further sum of over £11 million if the expected sale 
goes through this year of 350,000 tons of rice to China under the Five 
Year Trade Agreement. The existence of these funds should, however, 
leave Burma free to spend a larger proportion of its normal foreign 
exchange earnings in countries of its own choice. In order to get the 
up-to-date machinery it wants, Burma may in many cases turn to the 
United Kingdom and any such tendency should be encouraged where 
necessary by offers of credit. Although the Burmese feel under some 
obligation to buy from countries that take their rice, they have grown 
to distrust bilateral barter deals and insist wherever possible on settle- 
ment in cash. 


Trading Pattern 

In 1960, the United Kingdom was for the third successive year the 
second largest overseas supplier to Burma with 14-4 per cent. of the 
market. Japan was first with 23-4 per cent., but if Japanese reparations 
were left out, the United Kingdom would have been the largest com- 
mercial supplier in 1958 and 1959 and a close runner-up to Japan in 
1960, a year in which reparations amounted to £7.66 million. But this is 
certainly no cause for complacency, because our share of the market 
has been falling every year. The falls have been fairly evenly spread over 
a number of products, but were greatest in the case of: vehicles and 
aircraft, electronic equipment, electric machinery, lighting and plumb- 
ing fixtures, tools and metal manufactures, tin plate and non-ferrous 
base metals. Chemicals were unique in that they resisted the general 
trend and, in 1960, considerably improved upon the previous year’s 
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figure. Our most successful exports in 1960 were: machinery other than 
electric (£1-81 million), chemicals (£1-41 million), medicines (£1.00 
million) and cotton piece-goods (£0.89 million). The value of total 
Burmese imports from all sources in 1960 amounted to £92-5 million. 
Of the other suppliers to the Burmese market in 1960, China climbed 
to third place with 9-6 per cent., India was fourth with 7-2 per cent., and 
West Germany fifth with 5-0 per cent. 


Local Agents 

Valuable assistance can be given by a good agent who knows 
his way around the various government buying organizations. He 
must also understand the import licence and exchange control pro- 
cedure. Only in cases where price considerations rule out any question 
of an agent’s commission and where a British exporter is content 
to confine his dealings to tendering for government contracts is it 
possible to deal effectively direct with the consumer. Broadly speaking, 
there are three kinds of local agent: there are private Burmese firms, 
private foreign firms and certain subsidiary companies of the Burma 
Economic Development Corporation. The private Burmese firms vary 
greatly and care should be taken to choose ones with the necessary 
ability, experience and contacts. Some local agents already have as 
many agencies as they can satisfactorily manage and, provided caution 
is exercised, better results might be shown by one of the newer firms 
anxious to prove its ability. Government departments have been 
showing some preference for Burmese agents. Although the ‘Burman- 
ization’ regulations may be implemented and extended to British goods, 
foreign firms in Rangoon can continue to provide valuable distribution 
and technical sales services provided they go through the formality 
of using Burmese commission agents. There are a few subsidiary 
companies of the Burma Economic Development Corporation such as 
Burma Asiatic Company Limited, S$. Oppenheimer and Company 
Limited, International Trading House Limited, and the General 
Trading Company Limited, who are registered to act as commission 
agents. Coming as they do under the control of the Corporation, they 
have the advantage of government credit facilities. In general, the 
choice of agent depends on the product concerned and United Kingdom 
firms needing advice on this question should get in touch with the 
Commercial Section of Her Majesty’s Embassy, Rangoon, preferably 
through the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade. 


Buying Organizations 
The various official Burmese buying organizations are as follows: 
(a) The Union of Burma Purchase Board 
The Board purchases goods to the value of about £5-4 million 
a year, mainly by international tender, for government depart- 
ments and organizations. It deals in 25 lines and needs no import 
licences. Its London agent is the Burma Supply Organization. 
(b) The Directorate of Procurement of the Ministry of Defence 
The Directorate imports goods for the Armed Forces to the 
value of £7-5 million a year including vehicles, clothing, bedding 
and miscellaneous equipment. 
(c) The Civil Supplies Management Board 
The Board has a monopoly over the importation of cotton 
yarn, cheap cloth, condensed milk and cement. [ts purchases 
amount to about £18 million a year. 
(d) The Union of Burma Co-operative Wholesale Society 
The Society is the main importing body for some 14,000 co- 
operatives and similar organizations spread all over the country. 
(e) Joint Venture Corporations 
The nine Burmese Joint Venture Corporations, whose shares 
are held 52 per cent. by the government and 48 per cent. by 
private individuals, are registered to deal in the following six 
lines: textiles, hardware, foodstuffs, household goods, machinery 
and spare parts. They do not act as agents, but keep lists of

suppliers to which any foreign firm can add its name. Business is, 
however, more often done through commission agents. 
(f) The Rangoon Drug House Limited 
The organization issues all import quotas for drugs and medi- 
cines required by local agents for distribution to chemists and 
private doctors. 
(gz) The Central Medical Stores 
Drugs and medicines for civil hospitals and government 
Corporations not produced in Burma are purchased by inter- 
national tender. The London office is the Burma Supply Organ- 
ization. 
(h) The Burma Economic Development Corporation 
The Corporation was set up to take over 17 of the subsidiary 
companies of the Defence Services Institute. Its activities 
include: representation of foreign and domestic firms, radio 
assembly, fisheries, books, bus and taxi services, shipping, 
timber, cement products, coal and coke, diesel engineering and 
departmental store management. 
(i) The Defence Services Institute 
Now that the larger part of its companies have been trans- 
ferred to the Burma Economic Development Corporation, the 
Defence Services Institute is left with nine companies, most of 
which are joint ventures with foreign interests; they are: banking, 
surveys and inspections, general construction, hotels, boot and 
shoe manufacture and sparking plug manufacture. 


Organizations such as the Union of Burma Purchase Board, the 
Directorate of Procurement of the Ministry of Defence and the Civil 
Supplies Management Board do not need import licerices. So far as 
import licences in general are concerned, a useful rule of thumb, in the 
case of certain products, is that two fifths of the licences go to the 
Joint Venture Corporations, one-fifth to the Union of Burma Co- 
operative Wholesale Society and two-fifths to private traders. 


Advice to United Kingdom Firms 


Owing to the need to conserve foreign exchange, the exchange 
control regulations are comparatively strict. There are several not 
widely-known regulations applying to the import and export of certain 
goods and commodities, and newcomers to the market should care- 
fully follow their agents’ advice. Failure to do so can lead to vexatious 
delays in the customs and to difficulties over remittances. On no account 
should samples be consigned to agents without prior consultation. 
British exporters can help Burmese importers by strict adherence to 
the agreed shipping dates. The issue of import licences is subject to

payment of a fee of 5 per cent. of the value of a licence to the govern- 
ment. If shipment is not made within the period of six months for 
which a licence is issued, a further 5 per cent. must be paid if, as is not 
always the case, the authorities agree to an extension. 


Although Burma is a traditional British market, this can no longer 
be taken for granted in face of increasing competition from Japan, 
China, West Germany, India, Pakistan and the Soviet bloc countries. 
Personal visits by factory representatives are very desirable, since 
personal contact means such a lot. Advertising is important in both the 
Burmese and English language newspapers, and packaging should be 
worded in both languages. Above all, Burma should not be treated as a 
marginal market for surplus goods, nor should the quality of goods 
being produced by our competitors in South-East Asia be under- 
estimated.

| REPORTS FOR U.K. EXPORTERS ON FIRMS OVERSEAS 


UNITED KINGDOM exporters may wish to know more about a firm abroad which has offered to do business with them. The Board of Trade keeps 
/ records about the standing, activities and influence of many firms abroad, and will make inquiries about any particular firm not already on record. These 
; are not credit reports (for which the inquirer should apply to banks and other agencies) but they are useful in deciding the suitability of the overseas 
: trader as a sales outlet. Requests for reports should be addressed to Export Services Branch, Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, 
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Plans for Development in Southern Italy and Sicily 
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Since the mission to Italy of members of the Export Council for Europe, the Council have been in correspondence with the 
Foreign Office and Her Majesty’s Embassy in Rome on the subject of industrial development in Southern Italy. The following 
report by a recent visitor may be of interest to United Kingdom industrialists. 


Rome — Naples 


OUTHERN ITALY Starts, in Italian law, just to the South of 
S Rome, and one of the most promising light industrial development 

areas in the whole of the Mezzogiorno (i.e., the mainland regions 
of Abruzzo, and Molise, Campania, Apulia, Basilicata and Calabria; 
the autonomous regions of Sicily and Sardinia; and certain other 
smaller specified areas) is springing up within 20 miles of Rome. 
Centred round Pomezia-Aprilia-Latina, but also spreading out towards 
Tivoli, the past three years have seen the establishment of electro- 
mechanical and pharmaceutical factories (including Burroughs 
Wellcome) which benefit from the various fiscal reliefs offered by the 
government to encourage industrial development in the South. These 
benefits are substantial and include exemption from payment of 
customs duties on imported capital equipment, 50 per cent. reduction 
in turnover tax (1.G.E.) on all equipment and building material, 
exemption from income tax for ten years, exemption from municipal 
taxes, reduction of registration and mortgage taxes, and State contri- 
butions towards factory installation costs. To enjoy these advantages 
by just being in ‘the South’ (without actually cheating) and at the same 
time to be so near the capital city’s services are powerful inducements 
to industrial expansion. In addition the northern limit of the Mezzo- 
giorno offers the obvious advantage of the shortest possible communica- 
tions with the Milan-Turin-Genoa area, as well as a more plentiful 
supply of semi-skilled labour than is generally available further to the 
south. It is no coincidence that Latina was chosen as the site for Italy’s 
first nuclear power plant. 


Naples is by far the biggest, most important industrially and most 
bustling of all the Southern cities. Backed up by its port, the Naples- 
Caserta-Salerno area was the home of industry in southern Italy and 
today it represents the principal concentration of heavy industry in 
the whole area. Up to the end of 1959 Naples had absorbed 17 per 
cent. of the total industrial investments in the South and Caserta 
itself more than the whole of the Calabria. Two superficial impressions 
are an indication of Neapolitan economic development: the ultra- 
modern Olivetti factory at Pozzuoli where production doubled in 
1960 and where local labour only is employed; and the Via Partenope 
on the seafront, where Naples’ most fashionable cafe has now to 
endure as its neighbours the showrooms of imported car dealers and 
of the largest American manufacturer of electronic data computing 
machines (1.B.M.). Yet only a few streets away are some of the most 
grossly overcrowded slums in Italy. 


Naples — Bari 

Having passed through the heavy industrial zone south of Naples, 
the almost immediate transition to the miserable villages, strung out 
along the road, comes as a perpetual surprise. The spring vegetables, 
apparently a good crop, were all being taken into market by cart. 
It is near the cities and bigger towns in the South that one is most 
conscious of the sharp division between the poverty of the Southern 
farmer and the comparative wealth of the townspeople but, as a 
generalization, the smaller the towns in the Mezzogiorno, the less 
have the farmers any reason to feel jealous of their inhabitants’ 
standard of living. 


The drive over the mountains from Naples through Potenza on the 
way to Bari is of itself an explanation why Bari, the second city of the 
southern mainland, has never felt a unity with Naples, and partly 
explains why its people still tend to think of themselves as the centre 
of a Southern kingdom of their own, which looks naturally eastward 
for its trade. The mountain ridges running from the North-West 
to the South-East and the intervening torrents, many of which run 
dry in the summer and flood their valleys in the winter, will always 
prevent the ‘South’ from being an economic unit. Over two-thirds 
of the area can never hope to ‘take off’ from the harsh level of highland 
agricultural economy. The hilltop villages astride the Naples-Bari 
road had their electric light, but only the most primitive school build- 
ings were to be seen; and the yield from the rocky, hillside fields in 
this area must be very low. There were no signs of mechanization 
(in fact, admittedly during an off-season, I only saw four tractors 
during the whole 10 day trip, two FIAT, one OM, one Ford- 


son) and the depressing sight of two old men tilling a hillside with 
hoes is typical. 

Altamura, the agricultural town (pop. c.45,000) on the Southern 
edge of the Murge looks very poor. White plastered, squat, single 
storey houses facing the street; repair and furniture shops and a few 
garages; the women carrying water to their houses on their heads; 
and old men standing around in the streets in their black cloaks - 
possibly the most abiding memory of the Mezzogiorno. 


In Bari a great deal of new building has gone up. There were new 
shops, including a supermarket, with expensive goods in them (e.g. 
a cafe with a whole window full of marons glaces), modern, well- 
designed furniture, and electro-domestic products; but not nearly as 
many Cars as in Naples. 


Bari-Brindisi-Taranto 

Dr. Guiseppe Giacovelli, the Secretary-General of the Levant Fair 
spoke with enthusiasm about the economic prospects of Bari. He 
developed the theme, which the Levant Fair has made its own, of the 
geographical importance of Bari in relation to Africa and the Middle 
East. There are many Italians in the South who still see the Mezzo- 
giorno through the eyes of the early medieval merchants of Sicily, 
living in the market place of the Mediterranean world. The war broke 
the pattern of Bari’s trade with most of the Mediterranean countries. 
Nevertheless, the Levant Fair is the second largest general trade fair 
in Italy and the main show place for the Mezzogiorno. In 1960 Bari 
port, like most of the others in Italy, had a slightly better year than in 
1959; but without the large STANIC refinery, the port would not be 
doing much business. Dr. Giacovelli recognized the need to break down 
the isolation of Bari from Naples. At the end ef this year it is planned 
to start building a highway from Bari to Caserta, where it will link up 
with the Autostrada del Sole, making it possible to drive to Naples in 
24 hours. There has been an enormous increase in population in Bari 
in the past few years, in fact it has grown by one-third in the past 
10 years, and now stands at about 320,000 (the 1959 Michelin put 
the population at 304,000). People have come in from the surrounding 
countryside to find work; and entirely new residential areas have been 
built in the past 18 months. 


In the past four months the Bari Chamber of Commerce has set up 
an industrial zone. The government provide 20 per cent. of the cost 
of the infrastructure of the zone (all services, including light, power, 
sewerage, roads) and the zone is now being parcelled up into lots, the 
price of land being nominal (300 lire a square metre). So far about 
60 industrial concerns have applied for space, attracted by these 
terms, the government’s measures, and industrial loans at 3 per cent. 
Both private and state concerns plan to set up factories, including 
a Monopoly cigarette factory and ENI’s factory to produce industrial 
electronic control equipment. Several German, Swedish and Swiss 
companies (mechanical, textile and chemical) have applied; but no 
British concerns. Dr. Giacovelli clearly hoped to attract British 
investments. The decision to pipe to Bari one-third of the natural gas 
produced at ENI’s Ferrandina field has given local industrialization 
plans a great fillip. 


As for agriculture in the region, Dr. Giacovelli said that the Cassa 
had done a good job in bringing water down from the hills, but more 
irrigation was still needed. Too much wheat was sown in the Foggia 
plain and there was scope for a greater balance in crops: more vege- 
tables were needed. although this spring’s vegetable crop was a good 
one. He admitted that the marketing arrangements could be improved 
and one could see for oneself the inefficient transport system — itself 
a result of the refusal of the farmers to live on the land — and the 
antiquity of the pumping machinery (donkey-power). 


Brindisi 


The harbour seems to be in the doldrums at present although it is a 
magnificent natural Greek port, rather reminiscent of Valetta. Brindisi 
also has its ‘industrial zone,’ which is farmland at the moment, and

does not yet seem to have been very carefully thought out. There is a 
sense of grievance that the Ferrandina gas will be going not to Brindisi 
but to her more important neighbours, Bari and Taranto. All Brindisi’s 
hopes for economic development are centred around the vast Monte- 
catini plastics plant, costing 60 milliard lire, to employ 2,500 workers, 
which is now being built to the east of Brindisi, for completion in 1962. 
This was one of the most impressive industrial projects I saw on the 
whole trip. Montecatini say that most of the workers will be locally 
recruited and now have 24 locals on a training course in Milan. 
Brindisi has the atmosphere of a cheerful but decrepit country town. 
It is very much a poor relation of Bari, and it is waiting for manna 
from Montecatini. There are, however, more than 2,500 mouths to feed 
and the population is increasing fast. 1960 had been a poor year for 
wine in yield but good for quality, and the cyclical lean year for olives. 
The prospects for 1961 were better. The olive trees are some of the 
best in Italy. There is intense cultivation on the coastal strip between 
Bari and Brindisi (olives, vineyards, vegetables, wheat) and the villages 
could be almost anywhere in the Middle Fast: fishing boats, white- 
washed houses and lots of small garages full of old tyres. 


Taranto 


A depressed Bari, without nearly so much new building or visible 
signs of prosperity. Again, hopes for industrial development, centred 
around the Finsider IV Steel Centre which is to be completed by 1963. 


Matera 


Matera has no industry whatsoever. It is an agricultural town set 
down in the middle of a hilly, lunar landscape where it is difficult to 
believe there can be any agriculture either. Two generations ago half 
of Matera lived in caves. These have now been declared unsuitable 
for habitation (though some of them had running water) and new 
flats have been built, whose rents many of their tenants cannot afford 
to pay; their light and water has therefore been cut off, and they want 
to go home to their caves. Matera is remarkably poor and this helps to 
explain the desperate faith the population places in the development 
of ‘their’ natural gas field, discovered by AGIP in the Grottole- 
Ferrandina-Pisticci area south of Matera. The field runs along the 
Basento valley in limestone strata at a depth of over 1,000 metres 
and is the most important find in southern Italy. Each drilling zone 
is about 20 by 10 km. 

Some 50 wells have been sunk and about 40 of these are producing 
with ‘Christmas trees’ closing them off until they are ready for use. 
The estimated methane deposit is 10 milliard cubic metres and, with 
the new Pisticci field, could be twice as much. The estimated production 
of the field (so far as it is known at present) is two million cubic 
metres a day. The capacity of individual wells varies greatly between 
50 and 100,000 cubic metres a day. The whole field is controlled from a 
headquarters station in wireless contact with the rigs and in the past 
two months pipelines have started to be laid to carry the gas to Matera, 
Bari and Taranto. ENI are to put up a petro-chemical plant near 
Matera employing possibly 2,000 workers. There is the possibility 
of finding oil in the Pisticci field, where the second well had struck a 
strata bearing a small quantity of 15 a.p.i. oil. AGIP have about 
250 men on the gas field and their round-the-clock work and contempt 
for the Southerners, whom they regard as foreigners, makes a poor 
starting point for the integration of their activity into the local economy. 
In the view of the AGIP area manager it would be a generation before 
the gas had lasting effects on industrial development in the area. 


Matera-Messina 


The Cassa has done a great deal of road building and irrigation 
work in the Basento valley (I was told that in Greek times the river 
was navigable as far up as Ferrandina). The Metaponto agricultural 
reform zone is one of the Cassa’s show-pieces and much of the best 
farmiand along the coastal strip has already been converted into 
reform zones (olives, citrus fruit, wheat and mixed vegetables) but 
there were few signs of cattle and sheep. A citrus farmer said 1960 
had been a bad year for him but that 1961 should be bettet. He sent 
his produce by truck to the railway, his market being the northern 
cities, Austria, Germany and the United Kingdom in that order of 
importance. Crotone, an ugly little port with a splendid history, is a 
poor advertisement for the industrial development of the South. 
Montecatini put up a petro-chemical works here in the 1930’s but it 
failed to attract subsidiary industries and today Crotone has a high 
proportion of Communists and unemployed and a decaying facade of 
Fascist architecture. 
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Messina-Catania 


The North Eastern coast of Sicily seemed much more prosperous 
than Apulia or Calabria. Messina is a modern town, rebuilt after the 
earthquake of 1908 and both there and in Catania the streets were busy 
and the shops full of expensive-looking goods. 


I met the President of the Catania Chamber of Commerce, Dr. 
Nicotra, and visited Catania’s industrial development zone. Dr. 
Nicotra made it clear from the start that he regarded Catania as the 
natural centre of the Sicilian economy (‘they don’t have enough 
initiative in Palermo’ he said ‘but it’s an attractive enough place).’ 
He, like Dr. Giacovelli in Bari had his own triangular development 
plan. Instead of it encompassing Bari, Matera and Taranto, it was 
Catania (light industry, the commercial and banking services of the 
city) — Gela (oil) —- Augusta-Syracuse (heavy industry, port). Dr. 
Nicotra admitted that it would be silly to attempt to introduce heavy 
industry to Catania itself, since it had no deep water harbour; and 
the industrial zone is devoted to light industry. Though well laid out 
(about five square miles in extent), it does not seem to have been as 
successful as might have been expected. Although opened seven years 
ago, only about one-third of the land had been taken up for factories. 
Under 40 firms are established, or plan to set up factories, and about 
2,000 people in all are at present employed in the zone. The factories 
are largely SOFIS financed. The price of the land is 500 lire per cubic 
metre. The Neobit Company (bitumen) is United Kingdom financed; 
R.C.A., Coca-Cola and Cyanid are the United States companies 
who have set up factories in the zone; and a Dutch concentrated fruit 
juice company. Montecatini have a fertilizer plant; and other in- 
dustries represented are cement, pharmaceutical, ceramics, building 
material, electro-domestic and light mechanical. 


The development of Augusta-Syracuse and Gela has passed Catania 
by. It is still the main city of the eastern coast but can nowadays less 
convincingly claim to be the industrial capital of Sicily. 


Siracusa-Gela 


The most impressive heavy industrial development in the whole of 
the Mezzogiorno is the petro-chemical complex of plants on Augusta 
Bay between Augusta and Siracusa. TIFEO, a subsidiary of the Soc. 
Generale Elettricaa Siciliana have a thermo-electric power station; 
RASIOM a 5:2 million ton per annum refinery ; SINCAT (of the Edison 
Group) and CELENE have complementary petro-chemical plants. 
This industrial area is linked by a 70 km. oil pipe to the United States 
company, Gulf Italia’s oilfield at Ragusa, where oil was first struck in 
1953. There are now 54 producing wells on the Gulf concession, 
producing about 1-6 million tons of crude per year. (At the end of 1959 
this was 80 per cent. of all the oil produced in Italy). The oil is carried 
to the nearby Montecatini ABCD (Soc. Asfalti-Bitumi-Cementi- 
Derivati) petrochemical plant at Ragusa, thence by pipeline to Augusta 
port and to SINCAT and RAISOM. It was encouraging to see that 
some subsidiary industries had sprung up in Ragusa. 


Gela is the most ambitious of all Ing. Enrico Mattei’s creations. 
The Agip-Mineraria concessionary area covers about five square miles. 
About 50 wells have been sunk, three of them offshore, and nearly all 
are producing a low grade, high sulphur content, crude. The intention 
is to drill about 100 wells. Some very modern equipment (Italian and 
United States) and techniques are being used. One well on the shore 
was being drilled diagonally out under the seabed—4,000 metres of 
drill—at a depth of 3,000 metres. At present the whole area is a mass 
of wells and derricks, and bulldozers preparing the ground for the 
petrochemical plant and refinery. A small pumping unit and a pilot 
refinery (of 100,000 tons annual capacity) is now in operation, to- 
gether with headquarters unit, servicing plant, storage depot and 
helicopter hangar. The refinery, petrochemical-centre and thermo- 
electric power station will be in operation by 1962. The refinery will 
have an annual capacity of five to six million tons, about three million 
of which will be Gela crude, with the balance coming from North 
Africa and the Middle East. ENI now employ a labour force of about 
3,000 on the site, but only a fairly small proportion of these come from 
Gela itself, which is a poverty stricken and miserable place. In the 
past two years, ENI’s activity has stimulated a rapid growth in the 
town’s population (from 45,000 to about 75,000). Of these about 
40,000 are underemployed and, according to the ENI engineers, 
unemployable. The people of Gela are separated from the northern 
engineers of ENI by more than just an industrial revolution. They have

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Consolidated List of Goods Subject to Embargo for Soviet Bloc and China 


A consolidated list of goods subject to embargo is set out 
below. This list supersedes the list previously published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on February 5, 1960 and takes into 
account the amendments already published in the Journal on 
May 5, 1961. A number of amendments not previously published 
have been included and these are sidelined for easy reference. 

The embargo list relates to those goods which, for reasons of 
national security, are normally prohibited for export to the follow- 
ing countries: Albania, Bulgaria, China, Czechoslovakia, the Eastern 
Zone of Germany, Hungary, North Korea, North Vietnam, Poland, 
Roumania, the Soviet Union and Tibet. 

The list is published for the general information and guidance of 
traders and does not itself have force of law; it is not a complete 
list of goods subject to licensing control. Traders should refer to 
the Export of Goods (Control) Order, 1960, as amended, and the 
Strategic Goods (Control) Order, 1959, as amended, for the com- 
plete schedules of goods which require licensing. Further amend- 
ments will be made as soon as possible to these Statutory Orders 
to take account of those recent changes which have not so far 
been included in them; in the meantime the Export Licensing Branch 
will, on application, issue licences for those items which are no 
longer embargoed. 


General inquiries about the embargo should be addressed to the 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, 
Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1 (Telephone: Trafalgar 8855, 
Ext.

(a) Equipment (machines), mechanical, electro-mechanical, or elec- 
tronic, used to translate the information contained in written 
or printed text into electrical waveforms suitable for trans- 
mission over communication circuits at any speed greater than 
200 words per minute or 150 bauds, whichever is the less; 
except equipment operating at a speed of 300 bauds where 
the corresponding number of words does not exceed 65 words 
per minute; 

Equipment designed to accept such electrical waveforms and 
display the information from them in visible form; 

Terminal equipment, not elsewhere specified, capable of trans- 
mitting and/or receiving digital data at a rate in excess of 
2,000 bits per second (bauds) or at a rate (applicable to single 
channels or to each sub-channel in a multi-channel system) in 
bits per second (bauds) numerically in excess of 75 per cent. 
of the channel (or sub-channel) band-width in cycles per 
second; 

(d) Specialized component parts and accessories for such equip- 
ment. 


1520. Radio relay communications equipment and specialized com- 
ponents and sub-assemblies therefor, other than short-range and low 
power links for transmissions between the camera or studio and the 
television transmitter. 


1521. Amplifiers, not elsewhere specified, as follows: 

(a) Designed to operate at frequencies in excess of 500 Mc/second; 

(b) Tuned amplifiers having a bandwidth (defined as the band of 
frequencies over which the power amplification does not drop 
to less than one-half of its maximum value) which exceeds 10 
Mc/second or 10 per cent. of the mean frequency, whichever 
is less. (The mean frequency is defined as the arithmetic mean 
between the frequencies at which the power amplification is 
one-half of its maximum value); 

(c) Untuned amplifiers having a bandwidth, as defined in sub-item 
(b) above, which exceeds 10 megacycles per second; 

(d) Direct current amplifiers having a noise level (referred to the 
input circuit of 10-** watts or less and/or a zero drift in | 
hour corresponding to a change in output power of 10-'" 
watts or less; 

(e) Parametric amplifiers with a notse figure of merit of 5 decibels 
or less measured at a temperature of 17° Centigrade; para- 
magnetic amplifiers; other devices which amplify by means of 
simulated electromagnetic radiation; specially designed parts 
therefor; and any equipment containing such amplifiers or 
devices. 


1523. Communication transmission equipment, as follows : 

(a) Terminal and intermediate repeater or amplifier equipment 
designed to deliver, carry, or receive frequencies higher than 
36 kilocycles per second into, or in, a communication system; 

Note: The Export Licensing Branch will consider applications 
for licences for the export to Sino-Soviet Bloc destinations of 
standard commercial frequency translating terminal equipment, 
accessories and/or units designed for operation at carrier frequencies 
of 96 kilocycles per second and designed for high-quality music 
signals of a band-width not exceeding 12 kilocycles per second, 
provided the equipment will be so used within the Bloc. 

(b) Multi-channel telegraph terminal transmitting and receiving 
equipment; 

Note: It is not intended to embargo telemetering, telecommand 
and telesignalling equipment designed for industrial purposes 
employing time division multiplexing in which the total speed of 
operation is less than 150 bauds. 

(c) Specialized components, accessories, and sub-assemblies for 
the above equipment. 

Norte : In cases weher the equipment is to be installed in circuits 
directly connecting densely populated industrial areas of Sino- 
Soviet Bloc countries with communication systems of countries 
outside the Bloc, the Export Licensing Branch will consider appli- 
cations for licences for the export of communication transmission 
equipment having the following characteristics : 

(1) Terminal and intermediate repeater or amplifier equipment 
designed to deliver, carry or receive not more than 60 voice 
channels of 4 kilocycles per second each; 

(2) Multi-channel telegraph terminal transmitting or receiving 
equipment transmitting or receiving not more than 6 channels 
and/or designed for speeds not exceeding those defined in 
Item 1519. 


1525. Coaxial- puon cables (including submarine cables) specially 
designed for telecommunication purposes (including radar) other than 
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those specially designed or in common use for domestic radio and 
television receivers. 

Nore: The Export Licensing Branch will consider applications for 
licences for the export of submarine cables in cases where it is to be 
installed in circuits directly connecting Sino-Soviet Bloc countries with 
communication systems of countries outside the Bloc. 


1526. Communication cable (including submarine cable) of any 
type containing more than one pair of conductors and containing any 
conductor, single or stranded, exceeding 0.66 millimetre in diameter. 

Note: The Export Licensing Branch will consider applications for 
licences for the export of : 

(1) Cables containing any number of conductors up to 0.9 milli- 
metres in diameter where these cables have not been manu- 
factured as long distance communication carrier frequency 
cables; and 

(2) Cable neither containing more than two pairs of conductors 

nor containing any conductor, single or stranded, exceeding 
1.4 millimetres in diameter where the cable is to be installed 
in circuits directly connecting densely populated industrial 
areas of Sino-Soviet Bloc countries with communications 
systems with countries outside the Bloc. 

It may also be possible to grant export licences very exceptionally 
on occasions for specified projects within the Bloc for such things 
as railway signalling or communications between Bloc and non-Bloc 
countries.

(a) Designed for use at frequencies in excess of 500 megacycles 
per second, except radio spectrum analyzers (see Item 1533) 
and signal generators or mixers using self excited oscillators, 
with an overall frequency accuracy poorer than 1.0 per cent. 
operating at less than 1,000 megacycles per second, and not 
having more than 2 rated output reference levels; 

(b) Testing instruments rated to maintain their specified operating 
data when operating over a range of ambient temperatures 
extending from below -—25° Centigrade to above +55°

Note: Frequency measuring equipment which was formerly

Norte: The term ‘dendritic’ signifies a ribbon-like product of semi- 
conductor material which may be drawn in various widths, thick- 
nesses and lengths and which may represent processing stages from a 
relatively pure form of the material through advanced stages of 
treatment.

1558. Valves (tubes) electronic, and specialized parts, as follows:

the air of people who are incapable of saving themselves by their own 
exertions or of adjusting themselves to change. The Cassa has found it 
difficult to persuade the farmers to live in its newly-built houses on the 
agricultural reform zones. About half the population is Communist. 
Mattei has also to contend with the opposition of the Confindustria 
controlled Ragusa-Augusta petroleum complex and with demands 
from the inland areas that he should drill here, there and everywhere. 
The conflict of local interests is felt wherever southern industrial 
development is under discussion and must be reckoned one of the most 
serious Obstacles to progress. At the nearby fishing port of LICATA, 
SAIPEM were building a huge platform for underwater drilling 
operations, which was expected to be launched at the end of February. 


It is difficult to draw any hard and fast conclusions after a super- 
ficial visit such as this was. The south is not an economic unit and its 
development is exceedingly patchy. The southerners themselves will 
either tell you that the economic development of the south is making 
remarkable progress, or that the area has no future, or (most fre- 
quently) that the future prospects, as opposed to the present realities, 
are excellent. Forgetting for one moment all the contradictory opinions 
and the statistics which can be made to prove anything you wish to 
prove about the south, the following are my personal impressions: 


(a) Much of the criticism levelled against the government, and its 
agencies, for failing to industrialize the south in a hurry is misplaced. 
The Cassa per il Mezzogiorno was established in 1950 and about 
threequarters of its funds have been invested, as was the original 
intention, in improving the infrastructure of the south (communications, 
power and agriculture in particular). It was not until 1957 that indus- 
trial investment began in earnest. 


(b) The Cassa has done a fine job, but its infrastructure programme is 
not yet complete and may well have to be extended beyond 1965. 


(c) Some of the best farm land has already been converted into 
agricultural reform zones, and these (although 1960 was a bad year) 
are a great improvement. But the pattern of southern agriculture has 
not been altered as a whole: too many small holdings; crops not 
balanced; not enough livestock; virtually no mechanization; in- 
efficient transport and marketing organizations. 


(d) The State (e.g. ENI) and the biggest northern private concerns 
(e.g. Montecatini) have invested very heavily in the Mezzogiorno in 
the past two or three years. The rate of this industrial investment 
increased sharply in 1960. 


(e) Both government and private industry are committed to a 
policy of establishing industry in the south. The heaviest investment, 
following the discovery of oil and gas in the Mezzogiorno, has 
occurred in the petrochemical industry. Because of the high degree 
of automation in petro-chemical production, this industry will give 
little employment to the southerners and may not everywhere stimulate 
subsidiary industry. So far it has been the northern industries who have 
profited most from the southern investment programme. 


(f) The creation of a number of industrial zones in the south has 
set the scene for the next stage of development and the inducements 
offered to industry are substantial. Some foreign capital has been 
attracted. But conflicting local interests are creating waste and duplica- 
tion of effort in the industrial development programme. United 
Kingdom firms considering the establishment of factories, or investing 
capital, in the south should assess the prospects very carefully before 
committing themselves. 

(g) The most serious economic problem facing the south is over- 
population and the standard of living is unlikely to improve sub- 
stantially unless the present rate of increase can be slowed down. 

(h) Very little progress has been made in stamping out the under- 
lying sickness of the south: ignorance, prejudice, apathy and corruption. 
These will slow down attempts to improve the economic conditions 
of the Mezzogiorno for a long time to come.

Poland and Sweden 


A NEW TRADE AGREEMENT covering the period May 1, 1961, to 
April 30, 1964, was signed between Poland and Sweden in Warsaw on 
June 19, 1961. It includes quotas of trade for the first year of the three 
year period. 

Quotas for Polish exports to Sweden of oils, timber, mineral products, 
iron, chemicals and textile fabrics, have been increased. The Agreement 
also raises the quotas for Swedish shipments to Poland of cellulose, 
iron and steel, zinc concentrates, welding electrodes, paints and 
varnishes, softening agents, hides and skins, tools and telephone 
equipment and miscellaneous machinery and industrial equipment.

Brazil and Yugoslavia 


A SUPPLEMENTARY PROTOCOL to the Trade and Payments Agree- 
ment of April 1, 1961, between Brazil and Yugoslavia was signed in 
Belgrade on April 29, 1961. 

The protocol provides for an increase in the total volume of trade of 
up to U.S.$120 million during the period 1962-66, and includes an 
agreement for the export of ships, farm machinery, power generating 
machinery, refrigeration equipment, machine tools, mining equipment, 
and other goods to Brazil on extended credit terms. 

Brazilian exports to Yugoslavia are shown in an indicative list, 
without values or quantities, attached to the protocol, and include 
coffee, cocoa. sugar, menthol, tropical fruits, carnauba wax, iron ore, 
and diamonds. 


German Federal Republic and Greece 


AN ADDITIONAL protocol to the trade agreement of February 12, 
1951, between West Germany and Greece was signed on March 27, 
1961, in Athens. The protocol, which was given retrospective effect 
to October 1, 1960, provides for the export to Germany of Greek table 
wine (650,000 hl.), fruit and vegetables (5 million Dm), fruit juices, 
early potatoes (1 million Dm), husked rice, olive oil (500,000 Dm), 
dried vegetables (250,000 Dm), fresh cut flowers, and miscellaneous 
products (1 million Dm). 


Sweden and Yugoslavia 


ACCORDING to a communique issued by the Swedish Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, the Trade Agreement between Sweden and Yugoslavia 
of July 5, 1957 (see Board of Trade Journal of August 9, 1957) has been 
prolonged for a further period of one year until June 30, 1961.

UNITED ARAB REPUBLIC (SOUTHERN REGION) 
Nationalization of Import Trade 


SEVERAL MEASURES have recently been announced by the 
U.A.R. authorities which will have a direct effect on the arrange- 
ments made by companies exporting to Egypt. Under the import 
regulations for the year ending June 30, 1962, announced on July 10, 
applications for import licences will only be accepted from Govern- 
ment administrations, companies belonging to one of the Public 
Organizations and from factories. When such licences have been 
issued, factories may import, directly, raw materials, machinery 
and spare parts, but all other organizations will have to import 
through the intermediary of an authorized Government controlled 
company. So far, thirteen companies have been authorized to act 
in this way, namely: 
The Arab Foreign Trade Co., S.A.A., 
7, Sharia Talaat Harb, Cairo. 
The Misr Foreign Trade Co., S.A.A., 
7, Sharia Talaat Harb, Cairo.

At the same time a Law No. 107 on Commercial Agencies was 
issued, which provides that (a) only those whose names are regis- 
tered in the Provincial Register at the Ministry of Economy may act 
as commercial agents and (b) the only persons that can be so 
registered are governmental companies or companies belonging to 
a public organization in which the holding of the Government or 
the public organization is not less than 25 per cent. A year’s grace 
is given for the law to be brought into effect, but the Ministry of 
Economy is to decide within this period when each agent should 
comply with its provisions. A copy of this new Law can be seen 
in the Board of Trade Library, Horse Guards Avenue, London, 
S.W.1. 


Another Decree issued simultaneously provides that items needed 
by Ministries and Public Administrations, Institutions and Organiza- 
tions may be imported through the appropriate Governmental com- 
panies without competitive tender, except when more than one 
company is concerned, in which case the tender will be limited to 
the companies concerned. 


Further measures were announced on July 20 nationalizing or 
extending Government control to more than 350 companies or 
organizations in both regions of the U.A.R., the main ones being: 

(1) A law nationalizing all banks and insurance companies in 
both regions, and nationalizing a number of other companies and 
establishments listed in the annex to the law. The number of banks 
and companies affected is 75 in the Southern Region and 23 in the 
Northern. 

(2) A law stipulating that the public sector should hold a 
minimum of 50 per cent. of the shares in a large number of com- 
panies listed in the annex to the law and that the companies should 
be or become joint stock companies. 

(3) A law stipulating that the maximum investment by natural 
or juridical persons in a number of companies, listed in the annex, 
shall be £E10,000 or £8100,000 according to the market value of 
the shares. The total number of companies listed is given as 158 in 
both regions. 

(4) A Republican decree stipulating that cotton exporting estab- 
lishments in the Southern Region shall be or become joint stock 
companies, that the capital shall not be less than £E200,000, and 


that the share of the public sector in the capital shall not be less 
than 50 per cent. 

(5) A Republican decree stipulating that contracting works for 
the Government, general organizations or semi-Governmental com- 
panies (i.e. those in which the Government or a general organiza- 
tion has at least a 25 per cent. shareholding) may only be 
undertaken by companies in which the Government or a general 
organization has at least 50 per cent. shareholding. Exceptions may, 
however, be made by Republican decree, and the restriction does 
not apply to projects valued at less than £E£30,000 provided that 
the project is not sub-divided and that no individual contractor 
undertakes work of more than £E30,000 per annum.

(LEOPOLDVILLE) 


Imports Without Licence 


THE REPUBLIC OF THE CONGO Office des Licences issued 
Circular No. 19 in Leopoldville on July 7, 1961, concerning imports 
without licence, which lays down complementary instructions to 
Circular No. 17 issued on April 26, 1961 (see Board of Trade Journal 
of May 19, 1961, page 1211). 


Circular No. 19 authorizes the import of goods into the Republic 
of the Congo without licence and payment authorization, to the 
value of less than Congo francs 5,000 (c.i.f. Congo port of entry) 
per consignment, providing that the goods are not for sale and that 
this fact is attested by the importer or his representative at the 
time of customs declaration and on the invoice to be produced for 
the payment of the goods. 

The goods specified under this circular (except foodstuffs) must, 
as before, appear on the list of goods having importation priority 
published by the Commission de Change. 

The circular moreover defines the term consignment as the 
quantity of goods constituting a purchase, commission, or other 
contract, and sent in execution thereof. Any division of a consign- 
ment of 5,000 Congo francs or more into several lots of a value 
less than the limit fixed would therefore be prohibited.

Amendment to Customs Act, 1955 


The Customs Amendment Act, 1961, published in the South African 
Government Gazette of June 23, 1961, amends Section 12 of the Customs 
Act of 1955, by the addition of a sub-section (2), the existing section 
becoming sub-section (1). Section 12 now reads as follows: 


Samples. 12 (1) The proper officer on the entry of any goods, or at 
any time afterwards, may take, without payment, 
samples thereof for examination or for ascertaining 
the duties payable thereon or for such other purpose 
as the Commissioner deems necessary, and those 
samples shall be dealt with and accounted for in 
such manner as the Commissioner may direct. 

(2) For the purpose of determining the duty leviable in 
respect of any consignment of goods, the nature of 
all the goods in that consignment shall be deemed 
to correspond to the nature of any sample taken by 
the proper officer from such consignment.

Import Duties Modified 


G.s.R. 907 (CUSTOMS 77) dated July 15, 1961, amends No. 
24 Customs dated February 27, 1954, with the effect that ‘rails 
which are unfit for use as railway track material’ falling under 
tariff item 63 (21) (A) are exempt from the whole of the import 
duty. 

G.S.R. 908 (Customs 78) dated July 15, 1961, exempts parts of 
one-day alarm clocks when imported into India for the manufacture 
of one-day alarm clocks and falling under tariff item 78 from so 
much of the import duty as is in excess of 50 per cent. ad valorem.

Temporary Duties 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on July 7, 
1961 (page 48) to the effect that references had been made to the Deputy 
Chairman of the Tariff Board in respect of copper and brass sheet and 
strip, paper and paperboard. 

These inquiries have now been completed and as a result of the 
Deputy Chairman’s recommendation temporary additional duties 
have been imposed on certain goods covered by the references as 
follows: 

(1) 12§ per cent. ad valorem on all rates on copper sheet and strip except 
copper strip for radiators. 

(2) 10 per cent. ad valorem on all rates on brass sheet and strip. 

(3) £A9 per ton on all rates on paper and paper board except corrugated, 
tissue and tissue cap paper classifiable under Tariff Item 334 (G) (1) (a) 
and strawpaper, unlined chipboard, strawboard except corrugated, 
leatherboard and imitation leatherboard and laminated plastic 
boards classifiable under Tariff Item 334 (Q) (3). 

The new duties do not apply to goods under (1) and (2) above which 
were in direct transit on June 27, 1961, or to goods under (3) in direct 
transit on June 28, 1961. 


Full details will be published in the Board of Trade Journal as soon 
as possible. 

In accordance with current legislation the Minister for Trade has 
referred the goods mentioned under (1) and (2) above to the Tariff 
Board for inquiry. The goods mentioned under (3) are already the 


subject of a Tariff Board inquiry (see Board of Trade Journal of May 5, 
1961).

Temporary Import Procedure 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Montevideo report the issue of a 
decree of May 25, 1961 which establishes new regulations for the 
temporary importation of five groups of products as follows: 


GROUP 1 
Materials for processes of manufacture and or transformation 


Under the “Temporary Admission’ arrangement and subject to the rules 
laid down for this purpose, industrialists on their own behalf or through 
commercial establishments, may bring into the country: 

(a) Raw materials - Meaning those that enter jnto the manufacturing 
process and undergo a substantial transformation of their 
original state, and remain a part of the finished product. 

(b) Parts, Components, Motors and Materials — All those parts of the 
whole which remain incorporated in the product to be exported. 

(c) Containers and Packing Materials - Containers and/or the materials 
they are made from and that are destined for the export of 
products allowed in on a temporary admission basis, as well as 
national products; also, steel cylinders containing pressurized 
gas which are brought into the country. 

(d) Dies, Moulds and Patterns. 


Companies that wish to avail themselves of this arrangement must register 
with the Board of Industries (Paysandu 937, Montevideo) who will carry a 
‘Register of Companies who operate according to Temporary Admission 
Practice.’ 

The eventual switch to the internal market of the materials brought in on a 
temporary admission basis, or of the products resulting from their processing, 
must be relayed to the Bank of the Republic for a decision, said materials 
being subject to the payment of surcharges, prior deposits and levies applied 
to their importation. 


Guarantee for Operations 


As a guarantee for projected operations companies will deposit with the 
Bank of the Republic 5 per cent of the total amount involved. This deposit may 
be made with nominal value National Debt and/or Municipal and/or National 
Mortgage Bonds. The guarantee will be returned on presentation of a 
certificate issued by the Ministry of Industries and Labour with an unqueried 
statement to the effect that the operation has been concluded. 


GROUP 2 


Materials for demonstrations, exhibitions, and for carrying out of works of 
Public interest 


Outside the general arrangement as laid down in the preceding provisions, 
the Ministry of Industries and Labour may authorize the temporary 
admission of: 

Plant. 

Machines. 

Vehicles and/or working implements for demonstration purposes, 
exhibitions and the execution of works of public interest. These 
decisions will have to be approved by the Ministry of Finance. 


GROUP 3 
Animals to be exhibited in Rural Shows or used in the practice of sport 


Requests for the Temporary Admission of: 
Horses for training, race horses and polo horses; also 
All kinds of animals to be used in Livestock and Sport exhibitions: 
will be submitted to and resolved upon by the Customs Authorities (Direccion 
General de Aduanas) with the prior intervention of the Livestock Com- 
mission. Authorized temporary admission may not exceed a period of 90 days. 


GROUP 4 
Installations and equipment for sporting and cultural events 


The Customs Authorities are empowered to authorize the introduction 
into the country, on a temporary admission basis for a period of 90 days, 
of installations and equipment for sporting and cultural events. 


GROUP 5 
Tourists’ Vehicles 

The temporary admission of: 

Tourists’ motor cars will be governed by the provisions of the Decree 
of December 16, 1958,* the following also being treated as if they 
were included in this arrangement: 

Motor cycles. 
Motor scooters. 
Motor tricycles. 

In such cases the guarantee which the Customs Authorities must demand in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Decree of December 16, 1958,* will in future 
be fixed in accordance with the local market value of the vehicle. 

* The Decree of December 16, 1958, established regulations for the export 
and temporary importation of tourists’ motor cars and Article 2 of that 
Decree stipulated a minimum guarantee of Ur $ 25,000 (or equivalent in 
National Bonds, or a Bank or personal guarantee).

Concessions for Petrochemical Industry 


HER MAJESTYS EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report the 
publication of Argentine Government Decree No. 5039 of June 
22, which is intended to encourage the development of the petro- 
chemical industry in Argentina. Argentine companies (those which 
are the property of persons of Argentine nationality or belong to 
companies formed or domiciled in Argentina) which install bagic 
petrochemical plants in the country or expand existing ones may 
be granted tax concessions; exemption from customs duties and 
exchange surcharges on machinery, accessories and spares imported 
for the plants, provided they are not made locally; and they can 
obtain raw materials from State organizations at special prices. The 
complete terms of the decree can be obtained from Export Services 
Branch, Tariff Section, Board of Trade, Room 729, Lacon House, 
Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1.

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MEXICO 
Import Control 


H.M. EMBASSY in Mexico City reports that a circular letter from 
the Ministry of Finance to the Customs authorities dated July 3, 1961, 
and published in the Mexican Diario Oficial on July 17, 1961, stated 
that all paper imported under the following Customs Tariff heading 
has been subjected to certain governing conditions: 


Tariff No. Description 


631.07.01 Safety paper with names or characters in pale ink over the entire 
surface, with or without designs, for printing tickets, cheques 
or other documents. 


The conditions are as follows: 


I. No security paper of any sort can be imported except by firms who 
are duly registered with the Bank of Mexico. 
II. In order to obtain registration with the Bank of Mexico, firms must 
fulfil the following requirements: 
1. Certify the quantity of paper ordered. 
2. Maintain control over stocks of paper in the following manner: 
(a) by keeping separate records of security paper and other 
types of paper; 

(b) by keeping records of the numbers of sheets of security paper 
taken out of store for each impression: 

(c) by complete control over the number of sheets used for each 
impression and those wasted and intended for destruction; 

(d) by a certificate supplied by the customer or the printer that 
surplus or spoilt sheets have been destroyed. 

III. Only the following types of paper can be classified under Tariff 

heading 631.07.01: 

1. Security paper to be used for documents which need to be pro- 
tected against alterations and which show a chemical reaction on 
contact with ink-erasing liquids, changing the colour of the 
material to a dark coffee colour or exposing a word which cancels 
the document. The paper should preferably also have a water 
mark. 

2. Security paper which needs to be protected against falsification 
and which cc ntains more than 80 per cent. rags: which has water 
marks in one or more tones across the entire surface of the paper 
or in its centre; with or without gum on one of its sides, and 
which has, besides, one or more of the following characteristics: 
exposing marks known as planchetes on all of its surface or in 
the grooves; visible colouring or other invisible fluorescent signs, 
or a metal security thread.

The free list of the Tariff Act 
of 1930 is amended by adding the following new paragraph: 

Para. 1825. Apparatus utilizing any radioactive substance in medical 
diagnosis or therapeutic treatment, including the radioactive material 
itself when contained in the apparatus as an integral element of the 
apparatus, and electron microscopes, and parts or accessories of any 
of the foregoing, imported for its own use and not for sale by, or on 
behalf of, any non-profit society, institution, or organization, whether 
public or private, incorporated or established for educational, 
scientific, or therapeutic purposes.
